GOD, and the Good of Mankind, by promoting luntarySaciety 
Chriſtian Knowledge, both at Home and in other 
Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 
offer. They are therefore a Society diſtinct from 
the Corporation, and known by the Name of the 
:Society foꝛ Pzomoting Chaiſtian Knowledge. 

THEIR principal Methods were the ſame as they 

had been before. The FIR SYH, to procure and en- 
courage the erecting of CH AR1TY-SCHooLs, in all 88 
Parts of the Kingdom; and that thoſe Schools might erected. 
anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- 
ed, the Society has not been wanting in their Cor- 
reſpondence (with ſuch of their Members as have 

been concern'd in their Support and Management) 
do recommend at all Times, that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed, to inure the Children of 
the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, ſo that they may 
become good Chriſtians, loyal, and uſeful Subjects: 
and be willing, as well as fit to be employ'd, not on- 
ly 1 or Services, but alſo in Huſbandry, Navi-

ANoTHER Method was to diſperſe, both acHome

of Religious Tracts; and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed feveral 
Hundred Thouſands of them, in ſuch Manner and 


in {ſuch Places, as they have Reaſon to hope has 


tended to the great Increaſe of the Knowledge and 
Practice of our holy Religion. Theſe Books and 


"Tracts (of which there is a Catalogue in the Appen- 
dix, Ne III.) are to be had by their own Members 

on the following Terms: Such as are Bound, at the 
prime Coſt in Sheets; what are not Bound, at half 


the prime Coſt ; the Society defraying the Expence 


GOD, and the Zeal of their Members, that Took 
good Works ſhall never fail to proſper in their 
Hands, 


of the other Half, as alſo that of Binding, in the for- 
mer Article, out of their own Fund. 

THESE are the General Deſigns of this Society : 
and though their certain Income towards ſupporting 


them be but ſmall, yet they have hitherto been ena- 
bled by their own Annual Subſcriptions, and the Le- 


gacies or other caſual Benefactions of well diſpoſed 


Perſons, to raiſe a Fund ſufficient to carry them on 


ſucceſsfully from year to year at a very conſiderable 
Expence : And they ſtill truſt to the Bleſſing of 
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Hands, for want-of Liberal Supplies from Charita- 
ble Chriſtians. 

B ESI D; theſe General Deſigns, the Society under- _ 
took in the Year 1710 the Management of ſuch Cha- 1710 
rities as were, or ſhould be put into their Hands, for 
the Support and Enlargement of the PRoTESTANT Proteſtant

from time to time, aſſiſted the Miſſionaries there 

with Money, a Printing Preſs, Paper, and other Ne- 
ceſſaries, (as they were enabled) till the Year 1725; 
when, upon a Propoſal made by the Reverend Mr 

Schulte, one of the Daniſh Miſſionaries, to remove 

to Fort St George, and there begin a new Mithon, 

for the Converſion of the Heathen at Madras, the At Mag. 
Society engaged for the Support of the jame, though 
at an Expence that did then far exceed their Abili- 
ty, truſting to the Goodneſs and Bleſſing of Almigh- 
ty GOD: which Expence has been ſince greatly in- 
creaſed by an Addition of Miſſionaries, as well as 

the Enlargement of the Miſſion to D le near At Cadalore. 

Fort St David, (another Engliſh Settlement). How- 

ever, the Society chearfully rely upon the ſame Wiſe 

and Gracious Providence, which has hitherto wonder- 
fully proſpered this, and all other their Undertak- 
ings, to raiſe up ſuch a true Chriſtian Spirit, as will 
abundantly ſupply all their Wants; ſuch a Spirit, as 
ſhews itſelf in Mr Profeſſor Francke, of Hall in 

Saxony, whoſe Remittances towards carrying on this

might by making them good Chriſtians, be the moſt 
effectual Means to make them uſeful to their Coun-

try, truly happy in 1 the Life that now 1s, and in that 


which is to come. N 
IN the Beginning of the Vear 1732, the Society, 1732. 
when they heard the melancholly Account of the Suf- 
ferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/fzburg, (having firſt 3 | 
obtained His Majeſty's Leave) reſolv'd upon doing all eee 
that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections for their 
perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in June the 
ſame Year, they publiſhed, An Account of the Suf- 
Forings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the Archbi- 
ſhoprick of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards publiſhed, 
A further Account of their Sufferings,&c. withan Ex- 
tract of the Fournals of M. Von Reck, the Commiſſary 
of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers to Georgia; and 
of the Miniſters that accompanied them thither, 1733. 
Theſe Accounts being enforced by the generous Ex- 
__ ample of many Noble and Honourable Perſons, as 
alſo by liberal Contributions, and earneſt Exhor ta- 
tions from the Right Reverend the Biſhops, and 
their Clergy; had, through Go p's Bleſſing, ſo good 
an Effect upon the Minds of charitable Land well 
diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank and Denomina- 
tion, that the Society (beſides making many large 
Remittances to Germany) have been enabled to ſend 
over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia, in the Vears 
1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four Tranſports, con- 
fiſting of more than two Hundred Proteſtant Emi- 
grants, chiefly Saltzburgers; who, with Two Mil- 
ſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſettled by them 
ſelves at Ebenezer: and there live in a contented, 
comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon ſuch Lands as | 
have been aſſigned to them by the Truſtees for Eſta- | 
bliſhing the ſaid Colony. 
THE great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges t that” bave been S 
or 
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for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 
for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 
ſo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 


of the Society's Deſigns, that they have nothing left 


now to anſwer any future Wants and Contingen- 
cies; excepting 2500 J. New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 
paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
Ties and Schoolmaſter, till ſome certain and ſettled 


Proviſion can be made for them in Georgia; but for 
Particulars the Society refer themſelves to their Books 


of Receipts and Diſburſements on this Account, 
which may be inſpected gratis by any Perſon call- 
ing on their Secretary, at their Houſe in Bartlet's 
Buildings, London; of which, two Extracts have 
been already publiſhed, and diſperſed among the Be- 
ne factors to this excellent Charity, with the Thanks 
of the Society, and their Prayers that Gop would 


eternally reward ſo great and ſeaſonable an Inſtance 


of Chriſtian Beneficence, as was then miniſtred 


to perſecuted Proteſtants, when driven out of their 
native Country, under the moſt pitiable Circumſtan- 


ces of Diſtreſs, 


In the Year 1743, the Society undertook the 
Management of a new Edition of the Bible in the 
Welch Language, with the Common Prayer and 
P/alms in Metre. It is now in the Univerſity-Preſs 


at Cambridge, where Fifteen Thouſand Copies are to 
be printed. The Society do all they can to forward 


this Work with the utmoſt Expedition; though 


they have Reaſon to fear, from various unforeſeen 
Incidents, that it will be ſomewhat longer in hand 
than they once hoped. However, they doubt not 


but that Gop, in his good Providence, will en- 


able them, by a ſufficient Supply of Benefactions,
